Cabbagoa; and ; onions, eays one 
hoitaewlfe. may bo. boiled In a large 
amount of water, but not far long,— 
seven rolnutca at tho n^t for cab- 
bage, or It may bo cooked for five 
minutes In milk. Use the outer leaves 
of cabbage, shredded flnev for they 
contain about thirty times as much 
vitamin A, tho sun vitamin, as the 
Inner leaves. This; vitamin ppotecta 
against colda and lengthens the life 
span. Uttle children should be aui>- 
plled with an abundance of wbole 
milk, butter and leafy vegetable«. 

Watercress, also rich In vitamin A 
and lron,may bo substituted for cob- 
ba^ei 

Meat and VegeUbte Pie. 

The cover for a meat and Vegetable 
pie Is made from baking powder bis- 
cuit dough, cut with a small dou^- 
nut cutter. This cover odds the crown- 
ing glory to what might otherwise be' 
a plain stew. Vegetables such as car- 
rote and potatoes may bo cut with d 
ball or Lattice cutter, to add a variety 
of shapes to attract the eye. Alter- 
nate , layers of meat and different 
vegetablea In.the casserole, cooked In 
a little: water until tender, also pro- 
vide a aurpriso. One popular combln- 
natlon Is potatoes, onlona,' celory, peas 
ond carrots.; ,

the reason for It li> that this expels

When the tomato' first came to 
be used as a food In this country, the 
acid was thought bad; hence It was 
used with sugar.

Peas Change Their Habits. 
Peas used to bo served almost ev- 
erywhere with cream sauce In a "side 
disli," Who does not remember tbo 
numerous little "bird batlts" full of 
vegetables which used to clutter up 
the table? But, ■since we, hove all bo-' 
come more or less vegetarians, peas 
aro now eaten straight, without any 
cream sauce, ns part of the meal on 
the plate, and "side dishes'* are pretty 
much, things of tiic past. ".Move over, 
and give me rdoni,'* peas havd^sal'd to 
the mutton. chop, or whatever moat 
you had on your plate, and these oblig- 
ing \iand8 have done so to tho benefit 
of all concerned. Peas taste better 
scn'cd In this modern fashion, and 
the same thing holds true of canned 
whole grain com. 

Peas combine well not only with 
other meats but with vef?etables. Here 
Is a recipe for combining them with 
fresh tomatoes which will make ev- 
eryone como back for more. 

Peas with Freph Tomatoes: Cut 
tlircc or four tomatoes whch ai'e not 
too soft Into pieces and saute gently 
in three tablespoons butter. Season 
well with enlt and pepper, and add 
the dmlncd contents of a can of peas, 
or all the contents of a can of vacuum 
packed peas. Heat and serve. This 
recipe will serve eight people. 

Be sure to save the liquor f^om the 
peas to use In a soup or a sauce If 
you use the kind that are put up In 
brine, as this liquor \a rich In vita- 
mins and mineral salts. 

Asparagus. 

Wash, scrape, cut off about one 
Inch hard ends, and tie together. Put 
Into saucepan, cover with boiling wa- 
ter, and boll until tender, keeping tips 
out of water for the first ten minutes; 
add salt Remove from water, lay on 
pieces of toast and serve with melted 
butter, cream or Hollandalse sauce. 
Pickled Beets. 

Wash and boll six medium sized 
beets until tender. Remove sklns; 
sMce or cut Into quarters; cover with 
one-half cup vinegar, one tablespoon 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon iwpper and 
one tablespoon sugar. 

Deviled Corn, 

Melt two tablespoons butter, add two 
tablestmons flour, and stir until well 
blended. Add one and one-half cups 
milk and cook until thickened. Then 
add two cups canned com, two eggs 
slightly beaten, one teaspoon Worces- 
tershire sauce, one tea.«poon salt, one- 
fonrtb teaspoon prepared mustard and 
a dash of paprika. Pour into a but- 
tered baking pan and cover with but- 
tered crumbs. Place In a moderate 
oven — S50 degrees F. — and bake until 
firm. Serve with slices of grilled ba- 
t-on If desired.
